Enfield Makes A Case For Amazon HQ 


Long Shot Bid Envisions The Tech Giant’s New Nerve Center At The Site Of Town’s Dying Mall 


town’s thrumming commercial heart, it is 
now an emblem of brick-and-mortar retail’s 
decline — and where Mike Ciriello, Enfield’s 
director of development services and author 
ofits Amazon pitch, envisions the tech giant’s 
citadel replacing the husks of now-departed 
department stores.

River Valley. 

There’s the Knowledge Corridor, 90 miles 
bookended by Yale and Amherst, with 
three-dozen colleges and thousands of elite 
students in between. There’s Bradley Inter- 
national Airport, 10 miles from the site 
Ciriello proposed, an interstate 1000 feet 
away and a railway extension that will 
connect Enfield with Hartford, New Haven 
and Springfield. And there’s the fact that

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Enfield is roughly equidistant from Boston 
and New York. 

“Geographically, we felt there was no 
reason for us not to try, given we could check 
off all the boxes,” Ciriello said.

WASHINGTON — One of two 
former top strategists for the Trump 
campaign is “likely” to face indictment 
as early as Monday, a senior Democrat 
said Sunday, previewing what would 
be the first criminal charges in the 
intensifying probe led by special coun- 
sel Robert S. Mueller III into current 
and former members of President 
Donald Trump’s inner orbit.
